We did it here first 


Artist ‘shocked’ N.Y. 
claiming man-made 
waterfalls world’s first

New York is copying Edmonton, cre¬ 
ating its own man-made waterfalls, 
which is fine by waterfall-creator 
Peter Lewis, but what riles him is 
they are claiming they did it first. 

The Big Apple will have four man¬ 
made waterfalls, one off the Brook¬ 
lyn Bridge, the first the world has 
seen, according to New York City 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg. 

"I listened to it at least half a dozen 
times because I couldn't believe what 
I was hearing," Edmonton artist 



Peter Lewis, who created Edmon¬ 
ton's waterfall 30 years ago. 

"I was quite shocked, I thought 
I'd better write Bloomberg and tell 
him about it and send him a pho¬ 
tograph. I think it's great that 
someone else is doing it, but it was 
done 30 years ago for free, and the 
biggest piece of public art ever 
made in Western Canada." 

The Brooklyn Bridge waterfall is 


one of four free-standing pieces cre¬ 
ated by Danish artist Olafur Eliasson. 
The falls will run until mid-October. 

The Edmonton waterfall, which 
lines the High Level Bridge, was 
completed in 1980. By the time 
Lewis had his masterpiece ready, it 
had cost $3.6 million. He raised 
most of the money for the project. 

The New York project cost just 
over $15 million, $13.5 million do¬ 
nated by Bloomberg's media com¬ 
pany. 

Lewis sent a registered letter to 
Bloomberg's office in March, and 
said he hasn't received a response. A 
representative from Bloomberg's of¬ 
fice said that the mayor sent a re¬ 
sponse back to Lewis on June 11, 
and wrote: "Great minds think alike."

Cigarettes, cigars, 
cigarillos out 
of children’s sight

As of today, the face of big to¬ 
bacco will be forced to wear a 
mask. 

In an effort to stamp out 
smoking in children, retailers 
have to cover up all "power 
walls" behind the counter, 
which display cigarettes and 
cigars. 

Hub Cigar co-owner 
Steven Cleall said that the 
legislation won't change the 
way the store does business, 
and it won't change youth 
use of tobacco. 

Huh opened its doors in 
1910, and is Western 
Canada's oldest independent 
newsstand. The store's dis¬ 
plays go far beyond a simple 
power wall, as it specializes in 
exotic tobaccos and cigars. 

"The original law is to stop 
minors from getting tobacco," 
he said. "This will not change 


anything at all. A16-year-old 
can still send an 18-year-old 
in to buy smokes." 

Cleall said that employees 
have a strict policy when 
selling tobacco. Even if the 
person handing over the cash 
is of age, employees ID every¬ 
one in a group. If they're not 
of legal age, nobody gets 


served. 

"Kids will still get tobacco 
from retailers that don't care. 
They should go after those 
ones, the ones that don't care 
instead." 

All cigars, cigarillos, pipe 
tobacco, and cigarettes are 
now removed from Hub 
Cigar's display cases, which 


used to frame half of the store. 

Now, customers will have 
to ask for the products by 
name. Cleall said that man¬ 
agement is looking at build¬ 
ing a walk-in humidor, so 
customers can see the to¬ 
bacco, though still won't be 
allowed to touch it.

Civic leader Scott Nelson 
says he is as wor¬ 
ried as anyone 
about global warm¬ 
ing, but that does 
not make him 
happy to be one of 
the first North 
Americans to pay a 
carbon tax to curb 
climate change. 

Nelson, the 
mayor of Williams 
Lake, B.C., says 
record high energy 
prices mean that 
the levy, for all its 
good intentions, 
could not come at a worse 
time for residents in his com¬ 
munity, north of Vancouver. 


"The last thing they need 
now is a tax on top of these 
soaring prices to add insult to 
injury," said Nelson, predict¬ 
ing that a taxpayer revolt 
will eventually 
scuttle the new tax, 
which takes effect 
on July 1. 

The tax on fossil 
fuels will make B.C. 
the first in North 
America to bring in 
a broad-based levy 
designed to cut 
emissions. 

Premier Gordon 
Campbell unveiled 
the tax in February, 
calling it a key ele¬ 
ment in a pledge to 
cut greenhouse gas 
emissions by 33 percent by

An official Israeli state¬ 
ment said that in the ex¬ 
change, Israel would release 
five Lebanese gunmen and at 
a later stage an undisclosed 
number of Palestinian pris¬ 
oners. Dozens of bodies of 
slain infiltrators and the re¬ 
mains of eight Hezbollah 
men killed in the 2006 war 
would also be handed over.

Canada 
gets D for 
innovation 


A lack of creativity and fore¬ 
sight is weighing down the 
economy, the health-care 
system and the environ¬ 
ment, while weakening 
Canada's ability to compete 
globally, says a Conference 
Board of Canada report card 
to be released today. 

For years the country's 
poor innovation record and 
low productivity levels have 
been "masked by good for¬ 
tune," said Anne Golden, 
president and chief execu¬ 
tive officer. 

In the report's innovation 
category, Canada ranked 13 
out of the 17 countries stud¬ 
ied, receiving the lowest 
given grade — a D. Canada 
has failed to keep pace with 
competition for global in¬ 
vestment, the report says, 
and its economy has 
slumped from third place in 
the 1970s to 11th today. 

"Part of it is we aren't as 
risk-oriented as others," 
Golden said. 'And that's not 
right across the board — the 
BlackBerry is a great exam¬ 
ple of innovation. Unfortu¬ 
nately, you're hard-pressed 
to name another."

Bankers 
warn about 
inflation 

Central bankers meeting in 
Basel, Switzerland, issued a 
stern warning yesterday 
against the dangers of surg¬ 
ing inflation, saying rising 
energy costs risk damaging 
growth in rich and poor 
countries alike.

People should find time to “power down” when away from work to lower stress, life coach Lise 
Janelle suggests. 


Today’s connected 
world contributes 
to work worry

Four out of five Canadians 
believe work stress is harm¬ 
ing their health but few are 
willing to completely let go 
of work, even on vacation. 

A recent Ipsos-Reid sur¬ 
vey presented by Triphar- 
bour.ca showed that more 
than 80 per cent of working 
Canadians believe work¬ 
place stress is negatively 
impacting their health, and 
more than one-in-three 
Canadians surveyed say 
they struggle to balance 
their work and personal 
lives. 

Lise Janelle, a business 
and life coach who spent 
more than 23 years as a chi¬ 
ropractor, says "powering 
down" — being able to drop 
your work and force your¬ 
self to relax like you're sup¬ 
posed to — is becoming 
increasingly hard in a world 
of instant and constant 
communication. In her ex¬ 
perience, not taking the time 
to relax can make you far 
less productive despite 
spending more time work¬ 
ing. 

"What I find with my 
clients is if they don't power 
down, their productivity is 
decreased. They feel 
stressed out, they feel tired, 
they feel they never have 
enough time in the day," 
Janelle said. 


Janelle blames communi¬ 
cation devices and their 
prevalence in day-to-day 
lives as a large factor in 
making Canadians feel like 
they're tethered to work no 
matter where they are. 
Turning off your work cell¬ 
phone or mobile data device 


is the first step to letting 
yourself truly relax. 

"We used to live not that 
long ago without cellphones 
and the world still func¬ 
tioned. I'm certain you can 
take a week off without 
your cellphone and things 
will be OK," Janelle said. 


The study found Alber¬ 
tans are most likely to keep 
their data devices and check

"Often the spine gets af¬ 
fected, people get stress 
headaches, lower back pain, 
neck pain and stomach ul¬ 
cers. There are health risks," 
Janelle said. 


Google gets 
top rep rank 

Google Inc's famous em¬ 
ployee perks — from provid¬ 
ing "nap pods" for a quick 
break during the day to al¬ 
lowing engineers to spend 20 
per cent of their work time 
on side projects that may 
spark new ideas — have 
given the Internet leader the 
best reputation in corporate 
America, according to a 
study released this week. 

On the other hand, the 
U.S. airline industry, which 
has cut employee pay while 
raising prices and tacking on 
fees for formerly free serv¬ 
ices like meals and checked 
bags, saw its popularity 
tumble, the annual Harris 
Interactive Reputation Quo¬ 
tient poll found. 

Largely for its reputation 
for treating workers well, 
Google claimed the No. 1 
spot from Microsoft Corp, 
which fell to 10th place. 

"The ratings they get 
focus on how they treat 
their employees, their work¬ 
place environment," said 
Robert Fronk, senior vice- 
president at Rochester, N.Y.- 
based Harris. "They 
absolutely get tremendous 
credit for the social respon¬ 
sibility, which for them is 
also linked with their vision 
and leadership." 

The airline industry suf¬ 
fered from a perception of 
treating both the public and 
its employees poorly, Fronk 
said. The percentage of re¬ 
spondents whose rating to¬ 
ward it was favorable fell to 
26 per cent from 31 per cent 
last year, the sharpest drop 
of any of the 11 industries 
counted. reuters

Job hunting, from the stars 


Careers in space 
attainable for all, 
MacLean says

Renowned Canadian astro¬ 
naut Steve MacLean wants 
Canadians to know a career 
in space isn't out of their 
reach. 

The well-travelled space 
explorer, famous for having 
flown space flights aboard 
space shuttles Columbia and 
Atlantis, hit the road re¬ 
cently to con- 
vince 
Canadians 
that they 
have what it 
takes to be 
the newest 
additions to 
the Canadian 
Space 
Agency's 
(CSA) flying 
roster. 

MacLean's 
road crusade 
comes on the 
heels of the 
announcement by Jim Pren¬ 
tice, minister of Industry 
Canada, that the CSA will 
recruit two new astronauts 
for upcoming space flight 
missions to the moon and 
Mars. 

Though the odds seem 
steep — two positions out of 
an entire country of poten¬ 
tial applicants — MacLean 


is adamant that qualified 
people shouldn't discount 
themselves too quickly. He 
believes plenty of suitable 
astronaut candidates lurk 
within Canada right now. 

"The talent that is out 
there in this country today 
speaks well to our future. 
There are hundreds of Cana¬ 
dians out there who can do 
this job," MacLean said. 

Both eventual candidates 
will serve at least 10 years 
in the CSA and be trained for 
the planned 2018 NASA mis¬ 
sion to the moon. That trip 
will also serve as a testing 
ground for 
the equip¬ 
ment and 
technologies 
expected to 
make possi¬ 
ble a later 
trip to Mars. 

When 
looking for 
potential ap- 
plicants, 
MacLean 
says that 
while smarts 
and skills are 
a good sign 
of talent (astronaut candi¬ 
dates should be particularly 
strong in sciences), people 
who are open-minded and 
who work well with others 
have a better chance of 
being considered. Training 
will take care of the rest. 

"You have to be versatile, 
you have to work in a team. 
We need people who are 


worth a shot 

MacLean, now 53, him¬ 
self thought he had no 
chance of becoming an as¬ 
tronaut nearly 25 years 
ago but fatefully applied 
anyways. 


balanced, people who have 
good communication skills. 
You can't expect anyone to 
already have what it takes 
but the training is so good 
that if you have an aptitude 
for it you'll develop into a 
competent astronaut," 
MacLean said. 

Besides the two chosen 
astronauts, the CSA is look¬ 
ing to develop a pool of 20 
outstanding candidates for 
future service as well. 

MacLean admits that the 
joy of space flight is likely to 
be a big draw for applicants 
and rightly so, since he con¬ 
siders his trips to space 
probably the greatest expe¬ 
riences of his life. He says 
weightlessness is a feeling 
unlike any other. 

"Every single muscle re¬ 
laxes when you're flying in 
space. You will love it. It 
will become a part of you 
and something you will 
never forget," MacLean said. 

MacLean hopes the up¬ 
coming missions will signal 
a newfound focus on space 
travel. 

"I think we're at a turning 
point in the world. The fu¬ 
ture will be what we make 
of it," he said.

Nas concept bucking trend 


New record title 
sparked support 
and controversy 

Seated in a quiet corner of 
New York restaurant the 
Spotted Pig, Nas is drinking a 
glass of rose. He's dressed 
comfortably in jeans, Velcro- 
fastened sneakers and a 
white T-shirt featuring the 
image of a poster from 
Muhammad Ali and Joe Fra¬ 
zier's Thrilla in Manilla fight. 
His black Rolls Royce is 
parked outside and he's 
awaiting a few cigars from 
his driver. 

In here, the noise sur¬ 
rounding the rapper's new 
Def Jam album, formerly 
known as N—ger, has faded, 
but Nas is still happy to dis¬ 
cuss the grand implications 
of it all. 

Since October, when Nas 
first announced his inten¬ 
tions for the album title, he 
has drawn all kinds of re¬ 
sponses, ranging from the ire 
of African-American activist 
the Rev. A 1 Sharpton to the 
support of Def Jam chair¬ 
man/CEO Antonio L.A. Reid.

After certain retail distribu¬ 
tors, which neither Def Jam 
nor Nas would identify, 
claimed they wouldn't carry 
an album called N-ger, Nas 
rechristened it as an untitled 
project, starting yet another 
round of debate on popular 
hip-hop sites like 
nahright.com. 

As the record nears its July 


15 release, Nas is the first to 
admit he's not a one-man 
show. Def Jam, a unit of pub¬ 
licly traded company 
Vivendi, has to market this 
hot-button album while 
maintaining its market share, 
which raises the question: 
How do a corporation and an 
artist balance creative in¬ 
tegrity with the bottom line? 


"If I was the one watching 
all this s—t happen, I would 
want to see me ride to the 
end," says Nas, who promises 
that he hasn't changed or re¬ 
moved the album's incendi¬ 
ary commentary on race 
relations. "Except a lot of so- 
called black leaders were 
using my album as a plat¬ 
form for themselves. I would 


have been 
fighting not to 
get the N-ger 
album out but 
to express my¬ 
self, and that's 
not the fight I 
wanted. This 
album is about 
me and how I 
feel as a black man." 

Nas' subject matter is rare 
for contemporary commer¬ 
cial hip-hop, which sells 
everything from mobile 
phones to fast food. The three 
hip-hop songs atop Bill¬ 
board's Hot R&B/Hip-Hop 
Songs chart — Plies' Bust It 
Baby Part 2 and Lil Wayne's 
Lollipop and A Milli — focus 
on sex and braggadocio. But 
Nas says he recorded the 
album with entertainment as 
well as education in mind. 

"I didn't want to n-ger my 
audience to death," he says. 
"So Be a N-ger Too, which I 
recently released a video for, 
isn't on the album. It didn't 
fit. The entire record deals 
with the concept, but... I had 
to pace myself." 

Newly minted Def Jam 
executive vice president 


Shakir 
Stewart 
says that 
while the 
company 
wholeheart¬ 
edly sup¬ 
ports Nas' 
creative vi¬ 
sion, all par¬ 
ties understand the business 
implications of the original 
album name. "Nas would not 
jeopardize his opportunity to 
get his music to the public," 
Stewart says. "He under¬ 
stands that we believe in in¬ 
telligent freedom of speech, 
meaning whatever stance 
you take, be prepared for 
some accountability." 

"Nas is a visionary," Stew¬ 
art says. 

Nas muses that he doesn't 
need to market himself like 
other artists. 

"From Jay-Z to 50 Cent to 
Kanye (West), I've been 
around longer than all of 
them, and I don't need any of 
their marketing," Nas says. 
"The people are my market¬ 
ing, and that puts me in a 
class by myself."

Bestowed 
with the industry nickname 
Superhead, former music 
video performer and Virgin 
Islands native Karrine Stef- 
fans got the ball rolling in 
2005 with her New York 
Times bestseller Confessions 
of a Video Vixen which ex¬ 
plicitly detailed dalliances 
with entertainers, such as 
Sean "Diddy" Combs, Jay-Z 
and Dr. Dre. 

New Yorker Carmen 
Bryan followed with 2006 's 
It's No Secret, which outlined 
her relationship with her 
daughter's father, rapper 
Nas, whom she two-timed 
for five years with his rival 


Jay-Z, and on occasion with 
basketball star Allen Iverson. 

Now a Canadian woman 
in getting in on the action. 

One-time stripper Alana 
Wyatt-Smith, 29 , who has a 
7 -year-old son with Toronto 
hip-hop artist Saukrates, has 
penned Breaking the Code of 
Silence, a memoir examining 
her 2005 marriage to Ameri¬ 
can MC-turned-actor-Mos 
Def, three days after they 
met, as well as encounters 
with various professional 
athletes and celebs.

Networks work to woo Leno 


Don't pity Jay Leno. The host of NBC's 
The Tonight Show is losing his home of 
17 years in 2009, but Leno finds him¬ 
self in an enviable position. Still pack¬ 
ing the ratings punch that delivers the 
lion's share of NBC's estimated $300 
million US in annual late-night rev¬ 
enue, the comic is being wooed by a 
host of suitors. ABC, Fox, Sony and 
even CNN have been reported trying 
to lure Leno, and he won't come cheap: 
NBC pays him $27 million per year. 
Little did the Peacock know back in 
2004 when then-NBC Universal TV 
president Jeff Zucker guaranteed 
Conan O'Brien he would take Leno's 
job five years later the succession 
would turn late-night on its ear. It's a 
situation unthinkable back in the 
1992-93 season, when an earlier round 
of late-night wars deposited Leno in 
Johnny Carson's chair instead of David 
Letterman, whose Late Show on CBS 
has trailed the Tbnight audience. 

With Leno's future fast becoming 
the industry's favourite guessing 
game, The Hollywood Reporter 


weighs his options (in descending 
order of likelihood). 

Option 1: Leno takes ABC's 11:30 
p.m.-12:30 a.m. time slot occupied by 
Nightline and Jimmy Kimmel Live! 
ABC is Leno's most likely destination. 
ABC would have to kill the venerable 
Nightline, however, a move that drew 
strong criticism six years ago when 
the Alphabet tried to woo Letterman. 
Option 2: Leno launches a show on 
Fox at 11 or 11:30 p.m. The top-rated 
late-night host could give the top- to 
rated network its best shot to expand f 
its primetime rule to late-night. But [= 
Fox doesn't program late-night, so it 0 
would face an additional challenge of 
getting the time back from its stations, 
which air off-net series or more local 
news after their 10-11 p.m. newscasts. 
Option 3: Sony Pictures TV puts 
Leno in syndication. Arsenio Hall 
proved in the 1990s syndication was 
a viable route to late-night. However, 
Leno apparently enjoys the support 
system of a major broadcast network, 
and a syndication deal would not

likely provide the head-to-head bat¬ 
tle with O'Brien and Letterman. 
Option 4: Leno stays put on NBC ... 
somehow. NBC is offering Leno every 
other programming variation under 
the sun to stay — morning shows, af¬ 
ternoon shows, primetime specials. 
Not only would it prevent the host 
from competing against O'Brien, but 
it also would provide an ace in the 


hole should Tonight take a hard rat¬ 
ings fall under O'Brien — not entirely 
unlike how NBC kept Tom Brokaw in 
the mix after he left the anchor chair. 
Option 5: Leno cools his heels for a 
year and re-emerges on CBS in 2010. 
Retaining Letterman allows CBS to 
boast a stable late-night lineup to ad¬ 
vertisers while competitors manage 
the post-Leno shakeup. But Letter- 
man's contract expires in 2010, which 
isn't as far off as it might seem. If Let¬ 
terman asks to renew his contract for 
much more than the $30-odd million a 
year he's already making, CBS Corp. 
president and CEO Leslie Moonves 
could play up possibly luring Leno. 
Option 6: Leno joins Larry King as a 
CNN host. Leno has surfaced on var¬ 
ious lists of replacements for King, 
whose recent contract renewal 
through 2010 has done little to scotch 
rumours CNN is searching for his 
successor. The cabler has publicly de¬ 
nied this scenario. 

Option 7: Leno will retire to full-time
